It's the only ploee in the whole 
game where you meet enough characters to consider 
Green Dog a worthy test of gaming skill. E ven then the 
action is painfully slow and tedious.

Not, alas, 
laughing at the sparse 'humorous' touches (a shark on a unity- 
tie, oh tee hee), but rather at the laughably empty and bland 
events. Button-bashing went out with Combat School all those 
years ago,, so why there is a sudden interest in resurrecting it is 
beyond me, especially as it yields no entertainment value 
whatsoever. It's commonly thought that games of this ilk 
improve when played in a group. True enough, the one player 
mode is shockingly dismal, but Aquatic Games is actually 
worse when there are three or four people playing it. Mostly 
because the fish-feeding and Kipper Watching events are so 
very, very dull to sit through for up to quarter of an hour 
before you finally get your go - surely it couldn't have been too 
hard to include a selectable events tournament option?

The program- 
mers have employed an awkward fire, 
reverse fire and lock alternative using the A, 
8 and C buttons to replace the second joystick 
of the coin -op. This is very tricky to get used to 
and you find that more time is spent on trying 
to get the gun pointing in the right direction 
instead of concentrating on wasting the oppo- 
sition. In a one- pi oyer show the option to use 
two pads works very well and recreates that 
intuitive feeling for mass destruction almost 
perfectly.

Prince of Persia has undergone so many con- 
versions, I wouldn't be surprised to see it turn- 
ing up on watches and pocket calculators. The 
reason it proves so popular is that it is one of 
those definitive games that sets standards 
rather than follows them. The animation is 
renowned as some of the most fluid and real- 
istic you'll find on any games system.

The 
game is displayed from above in glorious 2D and 
plays very similarly to the original Gameboy version. 
You line up your shot using a special white line that 
apparently predicts where the boll will go after the 
ricochet (which it doesn't seem to do very well). After 
that, you simply apply the power and the spin and 
your shot is away. The aim is to pot all of your balls 
before you run out of shots {as it were). 

All of the normal Pool rules apply, and there are 
plenty of options to wade through, There is even a 
trick shot option, where you can practice some of 
those incredibly unlikely shots for your fun and 
delectation, The presentation scores pretty highly too 
(if you're very sexist), with some attractive young 
ladies adorning each and every screen which should 
go down well with "members'' of the do-it-yourself 
brigade. 

But just how well does this game play? A good 
question, and one that is answered within the pages 
of the next issue of MEAN MACHINES. 
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Just as we went to press, we 
received a grey import copy of 
Super High Impact. If you didn't 
know, if s an all-new American 
Football game for the Meg a drive, 
boasting all the fun and excite- 
ment of the original game [well, 
that's the general idea any way). 

It's got a pseudo-3D perspec- 
tive and a horizontally-scrolling 
play area,, making it look far all
